GERMAN ENGINEERS IN 
SHANSI. 


MINERAL EXPLOITATION. 


Peking, August 14.—The pro- 
vince of Shansi, which has: al- 
ways been very jealans abont 
the exploitation of its” mineral 
wealth, is very much perturbed 
at presant over the operations of 
Japanese and Germans working 
apparently together in one of 
the richest portions of the pro- 
wince. The operations in ques- 
tion are those being conducted 
in Hsiaoc-i country abont 15 miles 
south and west of Fenchow, ina 
section which “Dr. Nystrom ‘ia 
his book ~ Coal and Mineral Re- 
sources of Shansi” descfibed as 
one of the richest in the province 
both in coal apd iron. 


This section has been the chief 
coalfield. of this par: of the pro- 
vince for saveral years. It has 
been wined by Chinese, but some 
12 sears ago a German engineer 
was employed sod foreign ms- 
chinery was installed, bat a few 
years later the mine was flooded 
and the foreign machinery ren- 
dered useless. Thoogh work'oo 
this particvlar section ceased 
coal was obtainable ip other 
parts uf the section and continues 
to be the chief source of supply. 
The coal is of good soft grade 
and sells at $2 to $3 ton deliver- 
ed in Fenchow. The owner of 
the mine is Li Yoan-cbin, -a 
native of Hetac-i county, and 
member of patliamentia Peking. 

Last Chinese New Year it was 
reported that a company had 
seen formed with $§10,000000 
capital, $4 per cent. German 
and Al per cent. Chinese. This 
campany, which was said to} 
be organized gbrough Tuan Chi- 
jai, haz the privilege of mining 
coal and iron. building a railway 
from the mines westward to the 
Yellow River, and organizing o 
steamboat company to cary the 
coal down the river to Tsinanfo.

be despatched from there to

The past five years have seena 
great development of interest in 
shipping in China.

Inall these 
concerns the leading spirits have 
been. Chinese from abroad. In 
the coastal trade there are alioa 
pumber af Chinese shipping com- 
panies operating. There is in 
contemplation an extensive Chin- 

- eve toail and passenger service to 
both Europa and America.

The American shipping papers 
speak of a silert conspiracy 
among British, “French, Dutch 
snd other shipping companies to 
oust American shipping from the 
‘seas. Butif the United States 
wants to maintain its mercantile 
marine it is not going to do ao by 
talking of conspiracies. What 
should be done is to give the 
American merchant marine in- 
_ terests every possible encoursge- 
ment hy way of help through 
wise legislation. The signs are 
multiplying that a big war in 
rates, not only in the Far East 
but everywhere that cargo 
may be expected, is #mpending. 


Is would be well forthe Americans
